WASHINGTON, 'May 
10.—There

reason to believe that, after all that has boon 
said on tho subject, tho officials at the etutc de- 
partment do not expect Great Britain will ask 
the extradition of Walsh and Sheridan. It is 
•understood that tho Gladstone government lias 
had its attention called to tho situation, and 
comprehends its delicacy.

The Bicycle. 


Every one is familiar with the appear- 


ance o_f the bicycle and its rider, and 
yet it is scarcely five years siace that in- 
strument, in its present shape, first vis- 
ited this country. The- hasty craze of 
1S69, 
in which-the .-'-'bone shaker" 


played the principal part, can hardly 
be said to hayo .been, .more than mo- 
mentary compared with the present in- 
terest in 
the * -two-wheeled 
vehicle,1 


Bicycles probably owe their origin to a 
Frenchman 'or German named Charles 
de Drais, master of, the forests of the 
Grand Duke of Baden, who invented a 
machine in 1S17I composed o£ two 
wheels of equal, diameter; • one behind 
the other and connected by :v backbone 
or perch, on which was placed a saddle 
for the rider. 
It was- claimed that a, 


traveler with this, -instrument could 
cover eight or nine miles-un hour on a 
good road. The mode of propulsjonj 
required the rider, whose feet 
just 


touched the ground, to place his toes on 
the ground and push the machine along. 
It is said that considerable dexterity, 
ivas necessary to prevent 'the rear wheel; 
from striking tlio rider's'heels, and that 
the toes were turned well forward to- 
overcome the liability lo such an acci- 
dent. Baron de .Drais, it- seems, was. 
imaginative as well • as inventive. 
Ho 


was not satisfied to ride only in the' 
mauner described, but proposed to rigi 
a sail, and under favorable weather to' 
tack, go about, sail in the wind's eye,; 
and adopt other nautical means of ad-, 
vance. Tho Germans called this instru- 
ment the laufmashin. 
It does not ap- 


pear to havs emigrated 
from 
tho 


Baron's own jurisdiction. 
The bone- 


shaker of fifteen years ago was a slight 
modification of this instrument, but 
never met with much favor in this- 
country because of the unsuitable roads 
bore. Exhibitions were given in halls 
and other inclosed pl.iccsi but it never 
rose bevond the place of a curious toy. 


A glance at the present perfected bi- 


cycle gives very little idea of the won-; 
derful skill in construction, or the deli- 
cate relation of parts that really exists. 
Neither pains nor expense have been1 
spared in order to "make a machine ab- 
solutely without objection. Tho metal- 
lic portions arc constructed o£ steel, yet 
for tho different parts, subjected as they 
arc to varying degrees of weight and; 
strain, the metal selected is either rigid 
or yielding as will best suit the object 
desired. Tho wheels arc composed of- 
light but strong rims, with from ."lifty- 
four to sixty spokes of number nine or 
eleven wire, firmly attached to the hubs.. 
Around the i^Keel is stretched a- round 
circle of rubber held in place by cement. 
This is tho principal feature of the mod- 
ern, instrument, and is, indeed, the point 
of greatest difference between it and its 
predecessors, removing almost all of 
the jars caused by inequalities of the 
road. It is not too much to say that 
without the tire the bicycle would bo 
useless in this country. The rubber 
tiro is au American invention, and is 
owned by a company, which exacts a roy- 
ally of ten dollars on'all English machines 
brought here. Another great advance 
was °madc when' bull • -bearings were 
adopted. 
This arrangement provides 


for the turning of the journals upon the 
surfaces of hardened, steel balls, thereby 
reducing the friction. 
One company 


claims that the front wheel of their ma- 
chines has been made to revolve elev- 
cu minutes from one impetus, ^or are 
those tho onlv decided improvements. 
Every portion of the machire, from the 
" 
wheel, has bceTi 
bolts and nuts to tho 
carefully studied with tho view of re- 
ducing friction and weight and advanc- 
inn-tile possibility of .speed.

Claims in the Pension Office. 


To see the various stages through 


which a pension claim passes from the 
moment of its reception in the office 
until its consummation is reached,- 
•woulil astonish the claimants and ren- 
der them less clamorous, and would 
also be a surprise to the general public. 
It is brief!}- this: When a claim is filed 
its receipt at the office is acknowl- 
edged to the claimant, and the claim, 
before starting on its rounds, is stamped 
and jackettcd, and the jacket briefed in 
the Mail Division; after leaving the 
Mail Division it goes to the Record 
Division, where it is numbered and for- 
warded to tlie Adjudicating; Division to 
which it belongs, this point being deter- 
mined by the geographical location in 
which claimant 
originally 
enlisted, 


thus: All cases coming from the New 
England States go to tho Eastern Div- 
ision; from the Southern States, to the 
Southern Division, etc., and it is during 
its progress through, the Adjudicating 
Division to which it has been sent that' 
tho merits or demerits of the claim are 
lusted. When the evidence in a case is 
completed it is briefed and submitted 
by tiio Examiner, either for admission 
or rejection, and goes thence to the 
Board of Review, where tho work of the 
Examiner is reviewed, and his recom- 
mendation reversed or concurred in. as 
the case maj' be. If the claim proves 
to have been improperly submitted .it is 
returned for adjudication; otherwise-it; 
is rated at a certain sum per month, 
according to tho disability found to 
exist, ana then goes to the Division of 
Certificates and Accounts, and the cer- 
tificate of payment is there issued, and 
the claimant notified of the result. Jt 
only requires then that the signature of 
tho Commissioner of Pensions, followed' • 
bv that of the Assistant Secretary of the, 
Interior be affixed thereto to make it a 
valid document, and place the claimant 
on tho rolls as a pensioner of the United 
States. If it appears during the progress 
of a claim through the Adjudicating 
Division to which it has been sent that 
the testimony therein is of a doubtful 
or conflicting character, or that thore is 
probable cause for suspecting fraud or 
an attempt to impose upon the office, 
the claim is at once sent to the Division 
of Special Examinations, with a_brief 
statement of'the rcasons_ for sending it 
there, and from thence it is forwarded 
to such employe of 'that division as may 
be located in tho vicinity of the claimant 
in the case. 


Under the former practice of the .of- 


fice, 'examinations' of this character 
were made almost .entirely in secret and 
whollv ex-parle; and the special Bxarn- 
ners, or Agents as they were then called, 
apour to have been imbued with the 
idea that claimants had no rights in tho 
matter, and that it was the Agents 
special duty to hunt up testimony 
ao-ainst the claim, and pay little or no 
atttcntion to anv that might be in its, 
favor. 
Commissioner 
Dudley 
has 


changed all this, and under the rules 
and regulations prescribed by him it is 
the first and imperative duty of the Ex- 
aminer to notify the claimant, in writ- 
ing-, -that an examination as to_ the 
merits or demerits of his claim is bo 
had at a certain time and place con- 
venient to his home, and that he can bo 
present in person or by'attorney, or 
both, and hear the testimony of the 
witnesses and cross-examine them, and 
offer any additional testimony in the 
case that he may have. In other words,

investigations 
and 
exparte 


methods in the matter of pension claims 
are entirely done away with, and the ; 
claimant is made to understand that the 
Government, in endeavoring to protect ; 
itself, is not attempting to crush him;', 
and further, that if he has been wrong- ' 
fully adjudged through some ambiguity .; 
of testimony previously offered, or from. . 
any other cause which he can make:, 
plain; be now has the opportunitypre- , 
seated, of setting himself right.—Wash- 
ington Gazette.
